D istrict A ttorney Earl 
Redwine revealed in Riverside 
yesterday, according to the As­ 
sociated Press. 
He said it was agreed at a 
conference w ith State A ttorney 
General Earl W arren that Sher­ 
iff C arl R ayburn would pro­ 
ceed at once to "slop and pre­ 
vent all gam bling activities in 
Riverside county, and particu­ 
larly to close the Dunes Club, 
the 139 Club and 
the 
Cove 
club." 
All three are frequented by 
movie stars and m any o t h e r 
people of note. 
If gam bling operations a r e 
resumed, the district attorney 
added, all persons

patrons, will be placed under 
arrest. 


The m atter w as brought to the

Foster, and w hile it is not quite as large as the picturesque old 
building destroyed by the fire, it is attractively designed, and as is the 
Cregar way. most artistically and intriguingly arranged as to dis­ 
play.

L uxuriant new growth 
now 
tops all of the eight 
hundred 
palms in the m outh of th e can­ 
yon which w ere damaged by the 
big fire on A pril 21, 1940. Ef­ 
forts of the Indians, with the aid 
of Indian Agency headquarters 
here, have considerably im prov­ 
ed the picture. Grass, w hich was 
abundantly planted beneath the 
palms, has spread a green car­ 
pet over the singed areas.

State Law Now 


Requires Autos 


Have Reflectors 


Brought to public attention this 
week by C hief of Police Norman 
H arstad is the new California 
Vehicle Code provision 
which 
m akes it necessary for all motor 
vehicles, after January 1 of this 
year, to carry rear red reflec­ 
tors. 


Section 621.5 of the California 
Vehicle Code provides as follows: 
A Any m otor vehicle o r other 
vehicle of a type subject to reg 
istration hereunder not otherw ise 
required under the provisions of 
this code to be equipped with 
rear red reflectors shall from and 
after January 1, 1941, carry on 
the rear either as a part of the 
tail lamps or separately one red 
reflector m eeting the 
require­ 
ments of this section and of a 
type approved by 
the 
d epart­ 
ment. 


B. Every such reflector shall 
I be m ounted on the vehicle at a 
height not less than sixteen inch­ 
es nor more than sixty inches 
above the ground on w hich the 
vehicle stands and shall be of 
such size and characteristfcs and 
so m aintained as to be readily 
visible at night from all distances 
w ithin three hundred feet to fifty 
feet from such vehicle w hen di­ 
rectly in front of lawful upper 
beams of headlam ps under nor­ 
mal atm ospheric conditions. 


C. Any reflector installed upon 
a vehicle as part of its original 
equipm ent prior to January 1, 
1941, need not be of a type ap­ 
proved by th e departm ent pro­ 
vided it m eets the requirem ents 
of subdivision (B) of this section. 


There are now 18 states and 14 
cities in the U nited States that 
have some kind of compulsory ve­ 
hicle inspection system.

DOES FORD PAY GOOD WAGES? 


H e r e a r e som e f a c t s a b o u t Ford Labor. 


D uring the year ended November 30th, 
1940, the Ford Payroll throughout the 
United States averaged 113,628 hourly 
wage earners, n o t including office em ­ 
ployes, students, or executives. They were 
paid $185,105,639.12. O n this basis, the 
average annual wage was $1,629.05. 


According to the latest available govern­ 
ment figures, the annual average wage of 
all w orkers in em ployment covered by 
old age insurance law was $841.00. 


If the 45,000,000 workers of this country 
received the same average wage as Ford 
employes, they would have had additional 
wages of more than $35,000,000,000, thus 
in creasin g the n a tio n a l incom e about 
50%. T h in k what such an increase would 
mean to the workers of this country and 
to the American farmer, whose prices are 
based on the national income. 


W age scales in the Ford Rouge plants are 
divided into three classifications: 


Unskilled . .. 
M inim um hiring wage . 75c per hour 


Semi-skilled ... 
M inim um hiring wage . 80c per hour 


Skilled . . . 
M inim um hiring wage . 90c per hour 
H igher wages are in consideration of 
ability and years of service. 


M inim um wage scales for unskilled labor 
at the Rouge plant are the highest in the 
industry. Top wages for skilled labor 
compare favorably with, or are higher 
than, wages in other automobile plants. 


N ow some facts on Ford labor conditions: 


N ot only are sanitation and other health 
conditions the best in the industry, but 
Ford also leads in safety devices for the 
protection of employes. Proof of 
this is found in the follow ing com- 


parison of compensation insurance costs: 


The national average rate in automotive 
m anufacturing plants as computed by the 
N ational Association of U nderwriters is 
in excess of $1.50 prem ium on each $100 
payroll. The Ford cost of workm en’s 
compensation is less than 50c. 


This indicates that the chance of injury 
in a Ford plant is much less than in the 
average automobile plant. 


The Ford M otor Company has no age 
lim it for labor, and in fact deliberately 
attem pts to keep older workers working. 
The average age of Ford workers at the 
Rouge and nearby plants is 38.7. 


A recent check-up shows that nearly one- 
half the workers at these Ford plants were 
40 or over, falling into these age groups: 


25,819 
between 40 and 50 
14,731 
between 50 and 60 
3,377 
between 60 and 70 
417 
between 70 and 80 
12 
between 80 and 90 


In addition to the so-called regular em­ 
ployes, the Ford M otor Company has 
hired, and now has on the payroll, at the 
same regular hourly wage, thousands of 
workers who are blind, crippled or other­ 
wise incapacitated for normal productive 
work. They are not selected for their 
ability to build cars or to m aintain the 
plant. They are on the payroll because of 
Henry Ford's belief that the responsibility 
of a large company to labor goes be­ 
yond the point at which the unfortunate 
worker can no longer produce profitably. 


The above are facts. They are open to 
anyone who really wants to deal in facts. 
Anyone who wants to get a job . .. buy a 
car . . . or place a national defense con­ 
tract on the basis of fair labor treat­ 
m ent m ust place Ford at the top 
of his eligible list.

SCORPION AND VINEGAROON 


Of all the sm aller inhabitants 
of our deserts, the scorpion is one 
of the most feared because of his 
reputed poisonousness. He occurs 
almost everyw here over both the 
Colorado and Mohave deserts, but 
is especially common in those 
sandy loose soils w here he can 
most easily excavate a den. A l­ 
though erroneously referred to as 
an insect, the scorpion is in real­ 
ity a mem ber of that great class 
of 
invertebrates, the arachnida. 
Thus his closest relatives are the 
spiders, ticks, mites, and vine- 
garoons, but he differs from these 
so radically th a t he is accorded 
a separate order all by himself. 
The scorpion is an elongate, 
hard-shelled creature, from two 
to six inches in length and vary­ 
ing in color from red-brow n to a 
metallic gold. He has four pairs 
of jointed w alking legs w hich are 
tipped by sm all claws. However, 
it is an additional pair of limbs, 
really greatly modified 
m outh- 
parts, which im part to the scor­ 
pion a most dangerous appear­ 
ance. These “limbs" are attached 
on either side of the head and 
are enorm ously enlarged. They 
are term inated by huge pow er­ 
fully muscled pinchers, m uch like 
those of a lobster or 
crayfish. 
However, in contrast to th e lob­ 
sters w hich he resem bles in gen­ 
eral form, the abdom en of the 
scorpion is long and narrow and 
divided into tw o distinct portions, 
the anterior p a rt w idened and 
the posterior narrowed. The lat­ 
ter p art is prolonged like a tail 
and bears at its end a clawr-like 
vesicle 
containing 
th e 
poison 
glands 
and 
th e 
needle-sharp 
curved sting. 
Poison R arely F atal 
The poisonous qualities of the 
scorpion’s sting are often exag­ 
gerated, and although th e poison 
is quite virulent, only rarely is 
it fatal to man. Its effect in our 
desert species can best be com­ 
pared to that of a large bum ble­ 
bee’s sting. Ammonia applied to 
the w ound w ill alleviate th e pain. 
In southern Arizona in th e Tonto 
Basin there occurs a particularly 
venomous species which has oc­ 
casionally been known to be fatal 
to young children. Tropical scor­ 
pions are reputed to be much 
more dangerous than our local 
species. 
The scorpion stings rath er than 
bites, and his sting is like th a t of 
the w asp or hornet in th a t it can 
be 
used 
repeatedly 
w ithout 
harm ing its owner. The sting is 
not left im bedded in the wound 
or torn out on contact, as is the 
case of the honey bee and red 
ant. Too, the stinger of the scor­ 
pion is a special 
developm ent 
unique to his order; it is not a 
modified egg-laying organ as in 
the bee, ant, or wasp. The poison 
is used by the scorpion m ainly 
to obtain food, either by killing 
the victim outright or by paralyz­ 
ing it until the pinchers can be 
called into play. If attacked, the 
sting w ill be used for defensive 
purposes, but th e larger anim als 
living in scorpion-infested te rri­ 
tory have built up an im m unity 
to its poison and are not serious­ 
ly affected by the sting. 
Stings Prey 
The tail is 
usually 
carried

w hen danger threatens or prey 
is seized, it is ready to be hurled 
into action. It can be uncurled 
w ith lightning speed, 
whizzing 
the poisonous “dagger” through 
its arc to pierce firm ly the object 
attacked. In locomotion, the pow ­ 
erful shears are held extended in 
front, sweeping over the ground 
until an unfortunate victim is 
cornered, w hereupon they grip 
tightly and hold the prey until 
it can be stung. A scorpion if 
excited is capable of 
scooting 
along over the sand at a rem ark­ 
able sped. He can dart backw ards 
as agilely as forwards, and w hen 
caught away from his 
burrow 
will attem pt to flee rath er than 
to rem ain and attack. 
In diet the scorpion is carnivor­ 
ous, feeding only upon anim al 
m atter in the form of the larger 
insects, spiders, and even small 
anim als. These he gleans in his 
nightly forages aw ay from 
his 
den. D uring the day he is shy 
and secretive, hiding aw ay deep 
in his burrow or in some rock 
crevice. The short tunnels which 
he digs have a flattened, low en­ 
trance and are characteristic and 
easily recognized on th e desert, 
especially in the loose litter be­ 
neath junipers and pinyons. 
Scorpions are viviparous; that 
is, th eir young are born alive. 
The new ly-hatched offspring, per­ 
fect m iniatures of the parent, are 
carried about on the back of the 
m other like baby opossums until 
they shed their skin for the first 
time, usually by th e end of a 
week. A fter this initial molt, they 
abandon her and forage inde­ 
pendently. 
Have Six Eyes 
A scorpion possesses six eyes, 
one p air on the top and two other 
pairs on either side of his head. 
He breathes by m eans of four 
pairs of gill-like structures called 
“book-lungs,” but the term is a 
m isnom er for in no sense of the 
w ord are they true lungs. 
Scorpions cannot survive low 
tem peratures, and are therefore 
found only in the w arm er cli­ 
m ates of the earth. In our own 
C alifornia deserts there are oyer 
fifty different species, differing 
from one another in color, size, 
o r form. They reach 
m aturity 
slowly, probably only after five 
years. Enem ies are few. 
Since scorpions are active only 
at night, they norm ally do not 
cause the desert cam per much 
trouble except after dark. In te r­ 
rain w here scorpions abound, it 
is indeed a wise precaution to 
carefully shake out your clothes 
and bedroll each m orning and to 
tip-up and em pty out your shoes 
before putting them on, lest some 
venturesom e scorpion has taken 
refuge in their shelter and you 
trod upon him accidently. 
Vinegaroon Differs 


A nother sm all insect-like crea­ 
ture w hich is wrongly dreaded 
and so often confused w ith the 
scorpion, is the vinegaroon (also 
spelled vinegarroon or vinagrón). 
He, 
too, belongs to th e class 
arachnida, and is also placed in 
an ord er by himself. In appear­ 
ance he most resem bles a large 
hairy ant. He has enlarged m outh- 
parts like the scorpion but they 
do not term inate in claws. These 
are used prim arily as sense or 
tactile organs and not to grasp 
o r hold prey. The abdomen is 
short, flat, and roundish, not d i­ 
vided into two portions. He has 
n eith er tail nor 
stinger. 
The 
creatu re’s jaw s are greatly m odi­ 
fied into ferocious-looking crush­ 
ing knives, w hich are used es­ 
sentially for puncturing. 
The vinegaroon, often popular­ 
ly called the solpugid (from its 
scientific name) or sun-spider, is 
like th e scorpion in that he is 
also 
nocturnal 
in 
habits 
and 
carnivorous in diet, feeding upon 
insects which he may actually 
stalk. 
He seizes an insect and 
sucks out its juices, seldom de­ 
vouring the entire carcass. Thus 
if you keep one captive and feed 
him flies, you will gradually ac­ 
cum ulate a pile of em pty 
f l y 
‘■shells.” 
V inegar Odor 


The common nam e “Vinega- 
roon" is of Spanish derivation and 
refers to the vinegar-like odor 
this odd creature emits 
when 
alarm ed. He can run over the 
surface at a very rapid rate, and 
for this reason has been called 
“A kreb - errih" (“w ind-scorpion”) 
by the Arabs. 
Although he occurs in almost 
every warm country of the world, 
the “solpugid” is but little known 
and only rarely seen. He seldom 
attains a length over two inches. 
Somehow, like the common harm ­ 
less tarantula, he has developed 
a false reputation of being dead­ 
ly poisonous, but this is 
un­ 
founded. The bite of the vine­ 
garoon is only m ildly painful. 
The 
“solpugid” 
breathes 
by 
m eans of a complicated series of 
air-tubules called “tracheae” and 
not by “book-lungs.” as in the 
scorpion. He lays eggs in holes 
in th e ground and the y o u n g 
hatch out independent of 
t h e 
m other. 
The vinegaroon is often led to 
com m it suicide because 
of his 
fascination for light. I have ob­ 
served one deliberately w alking 
into a blazing fire, w here it im ­ 
m ediately perished. 
A pparently 
the light drew him on hypnotic­ 
ally, like a m oth is draw n to a 
lantern.

Three Justices 
Of Peace Due for 
Higher Salaries 


For Justice of the Peace A lbert 
Hoffman, 
who 
is 
also 
Palm 
Springs’ city 
judge, 
and Con­ 
stable 
Clarence 
Tem pleton, as 
w ell as for officials of two other 
tow nships of the county, there is 
a nice Christm as present due two 
years from now. 
It w as disclosed 
in 
Riverside 
this week th at w hen Uncle Sam 
took the census last year in Palm 
Springs, 
H em et 
and 
Elsinore 
tow nships there w ere enough ad­ 
ditional citizens 
to 
raise those 
tow nships into the 
next higher 
bracket. 
This m eans higher pay 
for th e justices of the peace and 
the constables. 
However, the state laws forbid 
the raising of an elected official’s 
salary during his term of office. 
A nd the term s w on’t be up until 
tw o m ore years. 
Thus the justice of the peace in 
H em et has due him a salary of 
$1800 a year instead of $1200 as 
present, 
and 
the 
constable is 
earning a salary of $1500 and re ­ 
ceiving only $900. 
The new scale 
of pay is the rate for second class 
townships. Riverside city having 
the only Class A township. 
Not 
until Hemet officials or their suc­ 
cessors take office on Janu ary 1, 
1943, can 
the 
higher 
pay be 
claimed. 
In Palm Springs and Elsinore 
the J. P.’s and constables have 
higher pay due them , $1200 and 
$900 respectively, 
as 
compared 
w ith $900 and 
$480 
as at the 
present time. But of course these 
cannot be collected u ntil 1943.

A c­ 
cording to W ebster a burg was 
originally a fortified town, but 
now a city or tow n th at sends 
m em bers to parliam ent, w hether 
incorporated or not. 
I suppose

ber of Commerce of W ickenburg. 
E vidently they are taking an u n ­ 
fair advantage. Also let us seek 
to change the nam e of Los A n­ 
geles. This is an unfair name. It 
m eans “The Angels.” Easterners 
are apt to be misled by this, 
thinking they are going to the 
C elestial City. Why deceive peo­ 
ple so?

Great Painter,

Place of Beauty 


The Inn is a creation of re­ 
freshing beauty, which is 
due 
very largely to the superlative 
paintings by Einar Nerman, who 
is recognized as probably th e 
greatest of Swedish artists. Ner­ 
man did covers for ten years for 
London Vogue and similar work 
for Vanity Fair. Because he was 
a friend of Nifford's the latter 
enticed him to Palm Springs. 
Fronting the building are the 
great wooden horse and other 
brightly colorful figures, the crea­ 
tions of Nerman. But it is the 
intriguing scenes and figures of 
the interior and the porch which 
are particularly noteworthy. They 
are all Nerman’s own designs and 
carried out in what might be 
called

modernistic 
Swedish 
peasant style. Even the curtains 
of the windows, the lamps too,
